Fed. Court: 
Stem Cell 
Funding 
To Proceed 


Washington 

A federal appeals court on Thurs- 
day permitted federal funding of 
embryonic stem cell research to 
proceed for now, while it consid- 
ers a judge’s ruling that had tem- 
porarily shut off the funds. 

Thursday’s temporary court 
action may be a legal reprieve but 
not one for labs. The National Insti- 
tutes of Health has suspended work 
to fund new research projects on 
embryonic stem cells, and while 
NIH did not immediately comment, 
observers say the scientific process 
needed to restart it is unlikely before 
a final court decision. 

While scientists who already 
have received taxpayer money for 
stem cell experiments can contin- 
ue their work until their dollars 
run out, 22 projects that were due 
to get yearly checks in September 
were told they’d have to find other 
money to continue their work. 

The government is asking the 
appeals court in Washington to 
strike down a preliminary order by 
U.S. District Judge Royce Lamberth 
blocking federal funding for some 
stem cell research, pete yost (ap) 


169 homes destroyed 
by blaze; 3,500 are 
displaced for days 

Boulder, Colo. 

Residents in parts of Boulder are 
being told to prepare to evacuate 
in case a major fire burning in 
the foothills spreads into the Col- 
orado city. 

The warning came Thurs- 
day afternoon for people who live 
west of Broadway, the main north- 
south road on the west side of town. 
They’re being urged to clear things 
like lawn furniture and propane 
tanks, mow tall grass and move 
brush from the west side of their 
homes to the east side to avoid 
fueling the fire. The city is mow- 
ing grass in open spaces. 

Wind gusts were expected to 
reach 60 mph Thursday night, pos- 
sibly fanning a wildfire that has 
destroyed at least 169 homes. 

The winds were expected to 
pick up earlier than originally 
thought, leading authorities to 
close roads that had temporar- 
ily been opened to residents at 
10 a.m. Residents who were set to 


be allowed in at 2 p.m. won’t be 
able to get in at all. 

Containment lines have been 
built around 30 percent of the 
10-square-mile fire, but firefight- 
ers warned that progress could be 
undone if sparks jump the lines. 

Wind gusts could blow away 
the little moisture the area has 
seen and spread the fire beyond 


the 20-mile-long perimeter. 

“The wind event tonight, we 
could be off to the races,” said Rob 
Bozeman, field observer with the 
Boulder Mountain Fire Protec- 
tion District. 

Nine people had been report- 
ed missing in the fire zone, but 
Cmdr. Rick Brough said they all 
have been accounted for. 


About 3,500 people have been 
out of their homes for four days, 
and some residents have been frus- 
trated with a lack of information 
about what was happening behind 
fire lines or because they couldn’t 
do more to help. Some have gotten 
around roadblocks by hiking and 
biking in to check on their homes.

Drone Scare Vexes FAA 



Fighter jets almost 
launched after craft 
enters restricted area 

Washington 

The U.S. military almost launched 
fighter jets, and discussed a pos- 
sible shoot-down when an errant 
Navy drone briefly veered into 
restricted airspace near the nation’s 
capital last month, a senior mili- 
tary official said Thursday. 

The incident underscores safety 
concerns with unmanned aircraft 
as defense officials campaign to 
use them more often during nat- 
ural disasters and for homeland 
security. 

Navy Adm. James Winnefeld 
Jr., head of Northern Command, 
said Thursday that the Aug. 2 mis- 
hap could hamper the Pentagon’s 
push to have the Federal Aviation 
Administration ease procedures 
for drone use by the military in 
domestic skies. 

“It certainly doesn’t help our 
case any time there’s [an unmanned 
aerial vehicle] that wanders around 


a little bit outside of its controlled 
airspace,” said Winnefeld, who also 
is commander of the U.S. North 
American Aerospace Defense Com- 
mand. “We realize the responsi- 
bility on our part to include the 
technical capability and proper 
procedures. We’d just like to be 
able to get at it quicker.” 

Currently, drones are used for 
patrols and surveillance along 
the nation’s southern border and 
sometimes at the northern bor- 
der. But the military wants to use 


them more during hurricanes and 
other disasters to evaluate damage 
or target rescue efforts. 

The FAA has been working for 
some time on new regulations gov- 
erning the use of drones but has yet 
to complete them. And the August 
incident brought one of the FAA’s 
key concerns to bear — the prospect 
that remote operators can lose com- 
munications with the aircraft. 

Drones routinely operate in war 
zones, such as in Iraq and Afghan- 
istan.

17 Killed in Russia Suicide Attack

Violent market blitz 
wounds nearly 140 
in North Caucasus 

Rostov-On-Don, Russia 

Russian Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin blamed extremists “without 
souls, without hearts” for a suicide 
car bombing that killed 17 peo- 
ple Thursday in the crowded cen- 
tral market of a city in the North 
Caucasus. 

It was the fourth terrorist attack 
at the market in a decade, and while 
no one claimed responsibility, the 
Kremlin has been trying to contain 
Islamic militancy in the mountain- 
ous southern region of Russia. 

Nearly 140 were wounded in the 
bombing in Vladikavkaz, the cap- 
ital of North Ossetia, with about 
a half-dozen hospitalized in very 
serious condition. 


Dadaab, Kenya 

Terrified Somalis fleeing an offen- 
sive by Islamist insurgents in their 
capital described a hellish scene of 
putrefying corpses, graves hastily 
dug in gardens and neighborhoods 
flattened by mortars.

One of Three U.S. 
Hikers to Be Freed 


To honor Ramadan’s 
end, Iran will release 
female captive Sat. 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran said Thursday it will free 
Sarah Shourd, one of three Amer- 
icans jailed for more than 13 
months, as an act of clemency to 
mark the end of the Islamic holy 
month of Ramadan. 

The imprisonment of the Ameri- 
cans has deepened tensions between 
the U.S. and Iran, a relationship 
already strained over Washington’s 
suspicions that Tehran is trying to 
manufacture nuclear weapons — 
something Iran denies. 

Bak Sahraei, the second coun- 
selor of Iran’s U.N. mission, sent 
an e-mail confirming the release 
of Shourd, following up an earlier 
text message from the Culture Min- 
istry telling reporters to come to a 
Tehran hotel on Saturday morning 
to witness the release. 


Pardoning Prisoners 

Releasing prisoners and showing 
clemency is a common practice in 
the Muslim world during the fasting 
month of Ramadan. Iranian Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Ahmadinejad has 
in the past proposed swapping the 
three for Iranians he says are jailed 
in the U.S., raising fears that the 
Americans are being held as bar- 
gaining chips, (ap) 


“Offering congratulations on 
Eid al-Fitr,” the ministry text mes- 
sage said, referring to the feast that 
marks the end of Ramadan. “The 
release of one of the detained Amer- 
icans will be Saturday at 9 a.m. at 
the Estaghlal hotel.” 

The gesture could be a calculat- 
ed move by Iran to soften interna- 
tional criticism of its judiciary. Iran 
has faced a growing storm of protest 
over a stoning sentence for a woman 
convicted of adultery that has been 
temporarily suspended, (ap)

Koran Burning Called Off 

Pastor plans to meet with N.Y. imam on 9/11 anniversary about moving mosque 


Gainesville, Fla. 

The leader of a tiny church on 
Thursday backed off his threat to 
burn the Koran, saying he gave 
up the plan in exchange for a deal 
to move a planned Islamic center 
and mosque away from New York’s 
ground zero. The imam planning 
the center, however, quickly denied 
any such deal. 

The Rev. Terry Jones had been 
under intense pressure to back off, 
including a statement from Pres- 
ident Obama and a personal call 
from U.S. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates. Jones made his announce- 
ment outside his church alongside 
Imam Muhammad Musri, the pres- 
ident of the Islamic Society of Cen- 
tral Florida. 

After the news conference, Musri 
told The Associated Press there was 
an agreement for him and Jones to 
travel to New York and meet Satur- 
day — on the actual anniversary of 
the 9/11 attacks — with the imam 
overseeing plans to build a mosque 
near ground zero. 

“I told the pastor that I per- 
sonally believe the mosque should 
not be there, and I will do every- 
thing in my power to make sure it 
is moved,” Musri said. “But there 
is not any offer from there [New 
York] that it will be moved. All we 
have agreed to is a meeting, and 
I think we would all like to see a 
peaceful resolution.” 

Imam Feisal Abdul Rauf said he 
was surprised by the announcement 
and that he would not barter. 

Speaking to reporters later, 
Jones was adamant that he was 
promised that the Islamic cen- 
ter would be moved, and said he 
would be “very, very disappoint- 
ed” if it were not. 

Jones, the pastor of a Florida 
Pentecostal church of 50 mem- 
bers, has said that he believes the 
Koran is evil because it espouses

something other than biblical truth 
and incites radical, violent behav- 
ior among Muslims. 

Jones on Thursday said he 
prayed about the decision and that 
if the site of the mosque was moved, 
it would be a sign from God to call 
off the Koran burning. 

“We are, of course, now against 
any other group burning Korans,” 
Jones said during the news confer- 
ence. “We would right now ask no 
one to burn Korans. We are abso- 
lutely strong on that. It is not the 
time to do it.” 

His decision comes after a 
firestorm of criticism from lead- 
ers around the world. Obama, 
the top U.S. general in Afghani- 
stan and several Christian lead- 
ers had urged Jones to reconsid- 
er his plans. They said his actions

“The game was on the line,”

FASHION DESIGNER, SHOE COLLECTOR 


When first lady Michelle Obama 
wore a lemongrass silk ensemble 
by Isabel Toledo to her husband’s 
2009 inauguration, Obama vault- 
ed the Cuban-American designer 
from cult figure to frock star. Her 
bold-yet-femme dresses and jack- 
ets appeal to those in the upper tax 
brackets, but Toledo’s now branched 
out with a line of cheap-chic shoes 
for Payless.

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DON'T CROWD THE BOARD 

Just like wine, cheese announces itself by smell 
— and should be sniffed before you chomp into 
it. But that’s impossible if you place a stinky 
Gorgonzola beside a mild Havarti. Sue Son- 
ley, co-owner of Cowgirl Creamery (919 F St. 
NW; 202-393-6880), recommends serving the 
strongest ones on separate boards. “If you put a 
really strong, creamy bleu cheese next to a fresh 
goat cheese, the smells start to run into each 
other.” Also, three’s a party on a small cheese 
board. Separate the weak from the strong and 
use a different knife for each type. 

DO EXPERIMENT WITH MILK 
SOURCES AND STYLES 

Cheese can come from any milk-producing ani- 
mal. That means buffalo, llama and even camel 
milk can be fermented into deliciousness. But 
for the most part, you’ll get a nice range of tastes 
from the traditional holy trinity of the cheese 
course: cow, goat and sheep. Mix fresh styles 
(feta, mozzarella) with semi-ripened varieties 
(Camembert), blues (Gorgonzola) or hard ones 
(pecorino, Parmesan) for an array of flavors and 
textures. And consider globe-trotting, too, as in 
doling out English cheddar alongside pungent 
blue Spanish Cabrales. But don’t go overboard: 
Three to five fromages amounts to a sampling; 
20 means you have an unseemly crush on the 
cheesemonger at Whole Foods.

BECOME A CHEESE WHIZ WITH OUR TIPS ON HOW TO CUT IT, SERVE IT AND STORE IT 


You wouldn’t take your boss to dinner at Proof and order a box of 
Franzia. So, why are you still serving hunks of Velveeta or digging 
out the center of your brie as if it’s a softshell crab? “That’s the worst!” 
says fromage pro Laura Werlin, author of “Cheese Essentials” ($25, 
Stewart, Tabori & Chang). “If you cube cheese at a party, I question 
the quality of the cheese or how much the host invests in it.” Anyone 
who has ever gone nose to nose with a snooty French waiter knows 
there’s an etiquette for presenting (and tasting!) fromage. But how 
can you dish up dairy delights at a bash without intimidating your 
guests or sending them into lactic shock? We checked in with cheese 
pros (aka the Gods of Gouda) about the do's and don’ts of everything 
from bleu to Zamorano (a Spanish sheep queso). KATHERINE BOYLE (EXPRESS) 


DON’T SERVE COLD CHEESE 

Leaving a hunk of Taleggio in your car for hours 
will spoil your party (and your Prius). But so 
would plopping Manchego straight from the 
refrigerator onto the platter. “You’re going to 
get the best flavor at room temperature. That’s 
when the cheese will really express texture,” 
Werlin says. Jill Erber, owner of Cheesetique, the 
popular queso store/resto in Alexandria (2411 
Mount Vernon Ave.; 703-706-5300), agrees; “You 
should always take cheese out of the refrigera- 
tor an hour before serving it to ensure that it’s 
not too cold for your guests.” Plus, the refriger- 
ator dries and hardens cheese, muting its taste 
and changing its texture. 


Other Tasteful 
Serving Ideas

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DO THE WHITE (WINE) THING 

Fruity, sweet or sparkling white wines (Rieslings, 
Sauvignon Blancs) tend to work best if you’re serv- 
ing a range of cheeses, since they won’t blast your 
palate like rich reds do. Some reds do play well 
with queso, but keep Merlots far from salty or 
fresh cheeses, since they’ll exaggerate the vino’s 
dryness. But when it doubt, “Choose a white wine 
that’s a little sugary. Sweet Rieslings are perfect 
for most cheeses, or a pinot noir if you insist on 
red, says Jill Erber of Alexandria's Cheesetique 
(2411 Mt. Vernon Ave.; 703-706-5300). 


DON’T BE A BLOCKHEAD 

Frequent crashers of congressional happy 
hours or gallery openings know the menu: 
cheap white wine and 1-inch squares of neon- 
orange Cheddar. But cubing cheese is not only 
unappetizing (who wants to eat waxy building 
blocks?); it also changes the taste. “As soon as 
you cut cheese, the flavors begin to evaporate,” 
says Cowgirl Creamery’s Sonley. Ideally, that 
hunk of Manchego or roll of chevre should look 
like itself, meaning you cut it along lines par- 
allel to its original shape — long slices of Man- 
chego and little rounds of goat cheese. 



Cowgirl Creamery’s Pierce Point cow’s milk cheese is round, like pie, so slice it in wedges like the dessert to taste the 
queso in its entirety. Pair it with Sauvignon Blanc; for other vino-queso combos, see Cowgirlcrcamcry.com/library. 


OH, RATS!

Moo to the Neighborhood 

Not everyone has a cheesemonger for a mother or 
a token French friend. If you're still living on pepper 
Jack or Laughing Cow, these specialty shops will help 
you navigate the overwhelming world of (usually) 
pasteurized pleasures. P.S.: Whole Foods cheese 
counters — particularly the P Street one — also sell a 
great range of the smelly, salty and sublime. 

CHEESETIQUE (above, 2411 Mt. Vernon Ave., Alexandria: 
703-706-5300) Enter under a striped awning and take 
a whiff: You’ll feel like you just stepped off a Paris 
street. This shop-and-eat mecca serves wines by the 
glass or bottle, and dozens of imported and domestic 
cheeses to eat there or take home. Owner Jill Erber’s 
favorite pairing: a bloomy Chaource (a Brie-like cow's 
milk cheese) and Champagne. 

COWGIRL CREAMERY (919 F St. NW; 202-393-6880) 

Bay Area cheesemakers Sue Conley and Peggy Smith 
churn out 3,000 pounds of organic queso each week. 
Their only East Coast outpost sells both their prod- 
ucts (mmm, buttery Mt. Tam) and dozens of wedges 
and hunks from other European and American small- 
scale producers. “Most Americans don’t know much 
aboutcheese," Conley says. “They’re looking for sharp 
Cheddar or creamy Brie. We expand their repertoire to 
more subtle flavors." Her ideal combo: semi-firm Cow- 
girl Creamery Pierce Point and sauvignon blanc. 

LA FROMAGERIE (1222 King St., Alexandria: 703-879- 
2467) A onetime chef in Europe, Frenchman Sebastian 
Tavel and his wife, Mary, bring their amour of fromage 
to this old-timey storefront. For parties, they'll make 
up a cheese board ($50) of three types of their range of 
U.S. and imported varieties. They can even construct 
a four-tiered cheese "cake" — aka, a wedding-worthy 
stack that'll impress even your foodie friends. 
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Autumn Auteurs 

I have a calendar to keep track of 
release dates so I can at Least vaguely 
plan out my columns. (Yes, an actual 
paper calendar.

I Like mainstream movies, and I

Where’s Joaquin? 


Tm Still Here’ raises 
more questions than 
answers about the 
actor's weird behavior 


Film Review 

If you’re looking for an answer to 
the question of whether Joaquin 
Phoenix’s “retirement” from act- 
ing and abortive second career as 
a rapper are, as some have claimed, 
all part of an elaborate hoax, you 
won’t find it by reading this review 
You won’t find it by watching the 
movie “I’m Still Here” either. 

The fascinating, frustrating new 
documentary — by actor Casey 
Affleck, who is married to Phoe- 


nix’s sister Summer and who seems 
to have been granted unfettered, 
round-the-clock access — purports 
to chart Phoenix’s bizarre career 
suicide since announcing he was 
quitting movies after his 2008 art- 
house film “Two Lovers.” 

But the movie is as damnably 
perplexing as the subject himself 

Much of it feels like watching 
a news cameraman take pictures 
of someone who has just poured 
gasoline on himself and is about 
to light a match. You’ll find your- 
self wondering one thing, over and 
over, as Phoenix snorts coke off the 
breast of a naked hooker; weeps 
openly; and dives into an audience 
to assault a heckler during a rap 
performance and then vomits. It’s

If the whole movie is an act, it’s 
an Oscar-worthy one. Both Phoe- 
nix and Affleck are prominently 
credited as the film’s writers. But 
among the many celebrities who 
appear on camera — Ben Stiller, for 
example, pitching a role in “Green- 
berg”; Sean “Diddy” Combs, giv- 
ing Phoenix a painful rap critique; 
and Edward James Olmos, waxing 
philosophical over a drop of water 
— all appear genuinely mortified 
and/or confused by Phoenix, who 
becomes increasingly incoherent, 
disheveled, overweight, abusive and 
paranoid as the film goes on. 

This isn’t “Borat,” however. If 
Phoenix is making fun of some- 
thing — the cult of celebrity, per- 
haps? — it isn’t clear what.

The inspirational sports drama is 
a genre that, while guaranteed to 
get the waterworks going, doesn’t 
typically offer many surprises.

any good sports movie, it’s that 
only one thing stands between a 
dismal athlete and a golden trophy; 
a young grasshopper just needs a 
mentor. That would be the afore- 
mentioned brother, Mike, played by 
WWE superstar John Cena. 

Wrestling fans will no doubt 
flock to see this WWE film and 
won’t be disappointed by Cena’s 
entrance. Working in construc- 
tion and wielding a blowtorch, 
he whips off his protective mask 
to unveil a square jaw and thigh- 
sized neck. 

While theater-goers will proba- 
bly leave “Legendary” feeling like 
they’ve seen it all before, maybe 
that familiarity is part of the appeal 
of the genre. It’s like cinematic 
comfort food. Even if you’ve had 
it a hundred times before, there’s 
something to be said for the cer- 
tainty of a feel-good experience.
